This work entitled “Fundamental Abhidhamma" makes the 
Abhidhamma easy to be comprehended.

Chapter S gives guidelines for the two types of meditation techniques: 
'Sam at ha ' and ‘Vipassana 

Chapter 9 serves as the index of Buddhist technical terms and its 
categories in Abhidhamma and Suttanta. 


In conclusion, it is the expectation of the compiler that this work will 
oiler its learners the Fundamental knowledge which enables one to 
attain the analytical knowledge of mind and matter 
(Ndmarupaparicchedahana) and the knowledge of causality 
{Paccayaparigga h ah aim ) which are essential for one to become a true 
Buddhist.

VTthi: Mental Process 


Citta-vithr. VTthi in Pali means process. There are 2 types of 
process: mental process (citta-vithi) and material process [rupa- 
vTthi). In the life of a being the two types of process mostly run 
side by side without interruption. 

VTthi and vltltimutta:. There are 2 mental processes: vlihi and 
vTthimutta. VTthi process runs with one of 6 present objects 
coming into contact with one of the six mental bases. 

Rut vithimutta process runs with one of these 3 objects - 
kanima {motivation that causes action), kamma-nimitta [the 
conditions of kamma) and gati-nimitta (the sign of destination) - 
which are manifested just before death in the previous life. That 
process is free from the present activities, so it is called vTthi- 
mutta (process-free). 

80 VTthi-dUa. In a vTthi process there are 80 cittas that run 
with a present object. They are called vTthicitta. 'lhe vTthicittas 
are enumerated into 80.

But the 17 
mental moments that are comprised of 51 sub-moments 
are a life-span of 22 material qualities except the 2 vinhatth 
and the 4 lakkhanas. 

Therein the 2 vinHaiti's life-span is equal to that of the mind, 
jati has only arising moment, aniccata has only falling moment 
(they are shorter than a life-span of mind), and jarata has 49 sub¬ 
moments. 

Manifestation: bach of these 5 objects - lorm, sound, smell, 
taste, and tangibility - come into manifestation at one of the 5 
doors respectively, only at the moment of existence {thiti-kbana). 
The manifestation of an object at a door is possible when the five 
objects have passed over at least one mental moment or several 
mental moments.

Mental Process in Eye-door 

( Cakkhudvara- vlthi) 

A mental process in eye-door runs as follows; A person opens 
his eye. Then a very great visible object comes into manifestation 
in the sensitive eye after having passed one mental moment. The 
mental-moment is a bhavanga moment and that bhavanga is 
called a past- bhavaiiga [atila-bbavaiiga) . The bhavanga citta 
cannot be aware of a present object. Its object is the object of a 
mental process at the time of death in the previous life. 

The visible object comes into contact not only with the eye- 
door, but with the mind-door also. Here bhavanga that precedes 
avajjana, or all bhavanga are said to be mind-door. The 
appearance of the visible object at the mind-door makes the 
bhavanga ana (itself mind-door) vibrate and then it ceases.

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There are two bhavanga dtta is: the vibrating (, bhavahga-calana ) 
and the ceasing (bhavahga-upacdiedaj. 

(1) I hen the attending consciousness in five-door {pahea-dvara- 
vajjana) arises paying attention to the present visible object 
and then it ceases. Thereafter (he following c/ttas arise with 
that object and cease, successively. 

(2) Eye-consciousness ( cakkhuvinnana ) sees that object. 

(3) Receiving-consciousness ( sampaticchana) receives that 
object, 

(4) Investigating-consciousness [santirana] enquires that object. 

(5) Determining-consciousness ( votthapana) determines that 
object. 

(6) Then dynamic consciousness ( javana), one of the 29 Javana 
alias of (he him a plane, runs mostly for 7 times 
experiencing that object and then it ceases. 

(7) Retentive consciousness ( tadarammana ), one of the 11 
types of resultant consciousness, following the javana dtta, 
arises twice succeeding the javana' s object and then it ceases. 

These 7 vitbicittas run with the present visible object that 
comes into manifestation. After dial, the object disappears and 
the bhavanga dtta enters again with its own object. 

Duration of object: The visible object that reilects on the 
sensitive eye starts with the past bhavanga moment and ends in 
the second retentive consciousness ( tadarammana ) moment. 
The life-span of the visible object is as long as the life-span of 17 
mental moments.

Mental Process in Mind-door 

A mental process in mind-door runs with six objects that are 
either present or past or future or timeless object. The object that 
comes into contact with the mind-door is divided into two: 

1, Clear appearance ( vibhuta) 

2. Nut clear appearance [avibhuta) 

Regarding the javana there are 2 sections: 

1. Kama javana section 

2. Appana javana section 


In the section of Kama javana, the presentation of the object 
is in two ways: clear and not clear. But in the section of appana 
javana, the clear appearance alone is possible.

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Kama Javana Section 

In the kama javana section, a mental process in mind-door 
runs with the dear appearance object ( vibhuta) as follows: 

When the vibhuta object comes into contact with the mind- 
door, the running bhavanga citta vibrates and then it ceases. 
After that the attending consciousness in mind-door 
(manodvaravajjana ) arises, paying attention to the object. Then 
the javana citta arises 7 times, experiencing the object. Following 
the javana, the retentive consciousness arises twice, succeeding 
the object of javana. Then the bhavanga runs again. 



If a mental process runs in mind door with a not-clear- 
appearance object (avibhuta), the mental process ends in javana. 
The retentive consciousness does not arise. In the end of the 
seventh javana, the bhavanga runs again.

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Analysis of Mind in Process 

Defining: In a mental process (he running cittas are defined 
according to their object and the preceding javanas. They are as 
follows: 

According to object: In a mental process the vipaka dttas - 5 
vinnana, sampaticchana, sant/rana and tadarammana - must be 
an unwholesome result, if they run with an undesirable object. 

If they run with a desirable object, they must be the result of 
a wholesome state. 

However, if the object is very much desirable, the santlrana 
and tadarammana must be only with pleasant feeling. 

According to javana. In a mental process - 

(l) If the preceding javana is one of the maha-kriya with 
pleasant feeling, the following tadarammana must be with 
pleasant feeling; 

(2} II with neutral feeling, the following tadarammana must be 
with neutral feeling; 

(3) If the preceding javana is one of the 2 dosamu/a, the 
following tadarammana must be only with neutral feeling; 

(4) If the preceding javana is one of the other 18 kama-javanas 
(8 lobhainula, 2 mohamuia, 8 maha-kusala) - all kinds of 
tadarammana are possible. 
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3 Conditions of Tadarammana 

In a mental process, there arises tadarammana immediately 
after javana, if the object is very great in 5-doors or clear in mind- 
door. 1 iowever, there are 3 conditions for tadarammana. 

1. The preceding javana must be a kama javana, 

2. The object must be a kama object, 

3. It must be within kama beings. 

Problem of Tadarammana 

Suppose, there is a person whose patisandhi is with pleasant 
feeling, Within him, sometimes, one of the dosamu/a javanas 
arises. Immediately after the dosamu/a javana, the appearance of 
bhavanga with pleasant feeling is impossible. That person has 
patisandhi with pleasant feeling, dterefore the appearance of 
bhavanga with neutral feeling is impossible. To solve die natural 
problem, there occurs the santirana with neutral feeling 
depending on any experienced kama object. Then bhavanga runs.

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Analysis of Javana 

Javana citta are 55. They are energetic or dynamic mind. 
When they run in a mental process, they experience the object. 
Regarding the object, the final decision is the work of javana. 
The javana occurs once or several times according to their nature 
and condition. 

1. Javana with one moment; 

(A) 9 mahaggata (j/iana) javanas , that are the first 
time. 

(B) 2 abhtnna javanas at any time. 

(C) 4 magga javanas occur for only one mental 
moment. They never repeat. 

(D) The 2 fruition [phala) javanas - anagami and 
arahatta, occur once when they arise after 
withdrawing from nirodha samapatti. 

2. Javana with two or three moments: 

(A) The 2 nevasafinanasannayatana javanas that 
precede the attainment of the nirodha-samapatti. 

(B) The fruition javanas preceded by magga javanas 
arise 2 or 3 times. 

3. Javana with four or five moments: 

# The 4 paccavekkhana javanas, that are the 4 
mahakriya javanas with knowledge within the 
Buddha, arise for 4 or 5 moments when he creates 
a supernormal power of issuing the pair of water 
and fire. 

4. Javana with five moments: 

# The kama javanas at the (.lying moment etc., due 
to weakness of the heart base, arise five times.

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One with 3 Functions 

Almost all beings wander from one life to another. They 
begin their lives with patisandhi, the rebirth state. Rebirth 
consciousness has 3 functions to perform; relinking, life- 
continuing and passing away. In one life, it is the same type of 
cittn that perform 3 functions. Therefore, in one life, patisandhi, 
bhavahga and cuti are only one citta. They have the same 
associating cetasikas, the same object and are the same effect of a 
kamma. 


(3) Kamma Section 

Definition of Kamma 

Kamma means whaL is done with or without intention. In 
doing with intention, there is motivation. This motivation 
(volition) leads to action. The Buddhist technical term for 
motivation is cetana. It is cetana that is mentioned as kamma. 
In Patthana, the seventh Abhidhamma treatise, cetana is said to 
be kamma condition {kammapaccayo). 

However, not only cetana is declared as kamma, but some 
other cetasikas also. For example, abhijjha, byiipada, 
micchaditthi, etc. are mentioned as kamma. Therefore, it should 
be noted that the Buddhist term, kamma, is used for cetana and 
some of the other cetasikas. 

Kamma is an energetic stale that brings about menial, verbal 
and physical action. It associates with kusala javana and akusala 
javana. It accumulates within those who have mainly ignorance 
and craving, Kamma produces its result at a difierent moment 
from the arising moment. 
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Classification of Kamma 

2 types of Kamma: The kamma is twofold according to its 
individual characteristic. They are 

1. Kusala kamma (wholesome kamma) and 

2. Akusala kamma (unwholesome kamma). 

Kusala kamma has a characteristic that is without fault and 
producing a blissful result. 

Akusala kamma has a characteristic that is with fault and 
producing a painful result. 


(a) Kusala Kamma 

Kusala kamma is threefold according to the plane where it 
frequents: 

1. Kamavacara kusala kamma (wholesome kamma 
that frequents the kama plane, 

2. Rupavacara kusala kamma (wholesome kamma that 

produces its result in die Rupa plane), 

3. Arupavacara kusala kamma (wholesome kamma 
that produces its result in the A rupa plane). 


Note: The cetana that associates with magga citta also can be 
called "kamma". However, that kamma produces its result, 
phala (fruition), immediately after it has ceased. The magga 
kamma, though it is kusala kamma, does not produce any kind 
of rebirth result. Therefore, it is not included in kamma, here. 
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(1) Kamavacara kusala kamma 

(A) The wholesome kamma that frequents the kama plane is 
three fold dealing with the door through which it arises: 

1. Kaya kamma (kamma that arises in body-door), 

2. Van kamma ( kamma that arises in verbal-door), 

3. Mano kamma {kamma that arises in mind-door).

1. Panatipata veramani - abstinence from killing, 

2. Adinnadana veramani - abstinence from stealing,

(2) Rupavacara kusala kamma 

The wholesome kamma that produces its resuh in izipa plane 
concerns only mental action {mano kamma). It is possible 
through samatha meditation that leads to the attainment of 
jhana. The rupavacara kusala kamma is divided into five 
according to the five jhana attainments. 

(3) Arupavacara kusala kamma 

The wholesome kamma that produces its result in arupa 
plane concerns only mental action ( mano kamma). It is also 
possible through samatha meditation after the 5 1 ' 1 rupa jhana has 
been attained. The arupa kusala kamma is fourfold according to 
the 4 jhana objects. 
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(b) Akusala Kamma 

(A) The unwholesome kamma is not classified according to 
plane but only classified according to the door through 
which it arises:

Root conditions of misconduct 

There are 10 kinds of misconduct - killing, stealing and so on. 
They come out from root conditions: craving, hatred and 
delusion. Of them, delusion is a universal root condition while 
the other two are particular. 
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Regarding the particular root conditions, the 10 kinds of 
misconduct are classified as follows: 

1. Killing, saying abusive words and hatred are rooted in dosa. 

2. Unlawful sexual relations, covetousness and wrong view 
are rooted in iobha. 

3. The other 4: stealing, telling lies, divisive speech and 
senseless talk are rooted in lobha and dosa. 


(B) The unwholesome kanima is of 12 kinds according to 
associating cittas:

Kamma and Vipaka 

Kamma produces its result. The result of a kanima is called 
“vipaka". The vipaka is twofold: patisandhi and pavatti. 
Patisandhi is a result that gives rise to linking between two lives. 
Pavatti is a result that arises continuously in one life span. 

Result of Kusala kamma 

Mahakusala kamma: Mahakusala produces its patisandhi 
result, e.g. upekkhii santiran a and 8 mabavipakas, only in 
kamasugati plane. And it produces its pavatti result, 8 
mahavipaka, only in kamasugati plane. But the other pavatti 
results, 8 ahetuka kusala vipaka s, are possibly produced in Lima 
and rupa brahma planes. 

Especially, the mahakusala kamma is divided into two: with 
three roots (tihetuka) and two roots {dvihetuka). Then each one 
can be classified as superior ( ukkattha ) and inferior ( omaka). 
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That mahSkusaia kamma, according lo its classification, produces 
its results in different classes. 

(A) The superior kiisala kamma with three roots 
( tihetuka) produces the pa tisane!hi result with 
three roots { tihetuka patisandhi), e.g. mahavipaka 
hanasampayntta 4. But the pavatti results are 16: 8 
ahetuka vipakas and 8 mahavipaka s. 

(B) The inferior kusala kamma with three roots 
(tihetuka omaka) and the superior kusala kamma 
with two roots (dvihetuka ukkaltha) produce the 
patisandhi results with two roots (dvihetuka 
patisandhi), e.g. mahavipaka hanavippayutta 4. 

But the pavatti results are 12: 8 ahetuka kusala 
vipakas and 4 mahavipaka hanavippayutta. 

(C) The inferior kusala kamma with two roots 
(dvihetuka omaka) produces the patisandhi result 
without root (ahetuka patisandhi), e.g. upekkha 
santlrana kusala vipaka. But the pavatti results are 
8 as ahetuka kusala vipakas. Kamma, kusala and 
akusala, are divided into 4 by way of function. 

They run as follows:

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Note: The above classification dealing with roots is widely 
accepted by Abhidhammic scholars. However there were others 
who wanted to classify the kusala kamma dealing with 
promptitude, with or without. Kamma without promptitude 
produces its result only without promptitude, with promptitude 
only with promptitude. According to their view, the numbers of 
pa vatu results will be as follows: 12, 10, and 8. 

Rupavacara Kusala kamma. The wholesome kamma that 
produces its result in rupa plane is divided into 5 as mentioned 
before, according to the stages of jhana attainment. Then each of 
the 5 jhana kammas are classified again as with poor quality 
(lima), medium quality ( majjhima } and higher quality (panda). 

(A) The first jhana with poor quality produces its result in the 
first jhana plane, brahma patisajja; with medium quality in 
Lhe first jhana plane, brahmapurohita; with higher quality 
in the first jhana plane, Mahabrahma. 

(B) The 2'" 1 or the 3 rii jhana with poor quality produces its result 
in the 2nd jhana plane, parittabha; with medium quality in 
the 2nd jhana plane, appamanabha; wiLh higher quality in 
the 2nd jhana plane, abhassara. 

(C) The 4th jhana with poor quality produces its result in the 
3rd jhana plane, parittasubha; with medium quality in the 
3rd jhana plane, appamanasubha; with high quality in the 
3rd jhana plane subhakinha. 

(D) The 5tli jhana with higher quality produces its result in the 
4th jhana plane, vehapphala. The 5th jhana with die 
intention to cease "perception" produces its result in the 4th 
jhana plane, asanhasatta. 

(Li) Especially the anagami noble persons are to be born in the 
4 th jhana plane, 5 suddhavasas (pure abodes). 
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Arupavacara kusala kammx. The wholesome kamma that 
produces its result in arupa plane is only with higher quality. 
According to the 4 jhana stages they produce their results in the 4 
arupa planes respectively. 

Special note: Thus, the sublimated merit kamma, according 
to tiie classified plane, produces its result similarly at the 
moment of patisandhi and pavatti. 

Result of Akusala kamma 

Akusala (unwholesome) kammas are 12 dealing with the 
associated cittas. All unwholesome kammas produce their 
pavatti results, the 7 akusala vipaka dttas. But the patisandhi 
result, upekkha santfrana, is not produced by the uddhacca 
kamma, when weak cetana associated with uddhacca has no 
powerful condition to produce patisandhi result. But the other 
11 unwholesome kammas produce the patisandhi result, 
upekkha santlrana. 


Fourfold Kamma 


(a) Kamma by way of function: Kamma, kusala and akusala, 
is divided into 4 by way of function. It runs as follows: 


(1) Janaka kamma 

(2) Upathambhaka kamma 

(3) UpapTlaka kamma 

( 4 ) /Ipaghataka kamma 


- productive kamma, 

- supportive kamma, 

- obstructive kamma, 

- destructive kamma. 


Janaka-kamma: Janaka is a kamma, wholesome or 
unwholesome, that produces a patisandhi result in a new life. 
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UpBtthnwbhakB kamma; IfpdtthainbfwkA is a kainnhi, 
wholesome or unwholesome, that supports the productive 
kamma which has already produced patisandhi result in a new 
life. 

Upapilaka kamma: Upapilaka is a kamma, wholesome or 
unwholesome, that obstructs the productive kamma which has 
already produced patisandhi result in a new life. 

Upaghataka kamma: Upaghataka is a kamma, wholesome or 
unwholesome, that destroys and removes the productive kamma 
which has already produced patisandhi result in a new life. 


(bJ Kamma by order of ripening: Kamma, kusala and akusa/a 
is divided into 4 by order of ripening. It runs as follows: 


(1) Garuka kamma 

(2) Ksanna kamma 

(3) Kcinna kamma 

(4) Katatta kamma 


- weighty kamma, 

- death-proximate kamma, 

- habitual kamma, 

- reserve kamma. 


Garuka kamma: Garuka is a kamma with great power in 
producing its result. It is wholesome or unwholesome. If 
unwholesome, the 5 anantariya kammas. matricide, parricide, 
the murder of an arahant, the wounding of a Buddha, and Lire 
creation of a schism in the sahgha, and niyata-micchaditthi (a 
strong skepticism) are garuka kamma. If wholesome, the 
mahaggata kammas are garuka kamma. 'flic garuka kamma 
pushes the other kammas away and produces only its result. 

Asanna kam ma: Asanna is a kamma Lhat is done or renewed 
at the moment of dying. If there is no garuka, the asana kamma 
has chance to produce its result.

Adnna kamma: Acinna is a kamma that is habitually 
performed and accumulated. If there is no ganika or asanna, the 
acinna kamma has chance to produce its result. 

Katatta kamma: Katatta is a kamma that just has been done 
without special position as garuka, or asanna, or acinna. If there 
is no the other kamma, the katatta kamma produces its result. 

(c) Kamma by time of ripening: Kamma, kusa/a and akiisaia, 
is divided into 4 according to the time of ripening. They run as 
follows: 

(1J Ditthadhammavedanlya kamma - immediately 
effective kamma, 

(2) lIpapajjavedamya kamma - subsequently effective 
kamma, 

(3 )Aparapariyavedaniya kamma - indefinitely effective 
kamma, 

[4) Ahosi kamma - defunct kamma. 

Analysis: These kammas are classified according to the cetana 
associated with javana dim. Among the 7 /a van a cetanas , the 
1st pioduces its resuit only in the present lile. It is not strong 
enough to continue to the next life, because it does not receive 
energy from the preceding javana. On the passing over of the 
present life iL becomes ahosi kamma and expires. 

The last javana cetana produces its result in the second life. 
On passing over the second life, it becomes ahosi kamma and 
expires. 

I he !5 javana cetanas, between the first and the last, produce 
their results during the life span from the third life to the life 
when one attains the final liberation, Nibbana. On having 
attained Nibbana, it becomes ahosi kamma and expires. 
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4 Conditions of Death 

For those who are bom as beings, death is certain to take 
place. There are 4 causes and conditions for the death of beings: 

1. Ayukkhaya - The expiry of life-span, 

2. Kammakkhaya - The expiry of kamma, 

3. Ubhayakkhaya - The expiry of both (life-span and 

kamma), 

4. LIpacchedaka kamma - A kamma that cuts off the life 

productive kamma. 

A death caused by the first three conditions is known as 
timely death {kala marana). The death that is caused by the last 
is known as untimely death (aka/a marana). 

3 Objects of Death Consciousness 

If someone is about to die, one of the 3 objects come into 
manifestation in one of the six doors by the power of kamma. 

1. Kanunx the kamma that is accumulated, matures 
and will produce rebirth in the next life. 

2. Kamma-nimitta (condition of the kamma): an 
object that was experienced when the kamma was 
performed. 

3. Gati-nimilta (sign of destination): the things that 
will be obtained and experienced in the next life. 

Among the 3 objects of death-process, kamma belongs to the 
past. It appears only in the mind-door. 

The object, kamma nimitta, belongs to the past or the present. 
If it is past object, it manifests only in the mind-door. If it is 
present object, it manifests in lire 6 doors. 

The object, gati nimitta, belongs to the present. It manifests 
in the 6 doors. 
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Ai the death moment, ihe mental process runs with one of 
the 3 objects, It inclines mostly to the next life. Or the 
productive kamma presents itself to a sense-door by way of 
renewing, 


Death Consciousness 

A person is on die verge of death. Within him the death- 
consciousness [cuticitta] arises immediately after bhavahga, 
tadarammana or javana. Then, at the end of the present life, 
death-consciousness comes into cessation. 

Rebirth Consciousness 

When the death-consciousness {cud citta ) ceases, 
immediately after it, there appears rebirth-consciousness 
[padsandhi citta). The rebirth-consciousness runs with the object 
of the death-process, it arises with base or without base 
according to plane. 

The rebirth-consciousness, associating with mental states, 
arises as the forerunner of mind and matter that are born 
together. It is generated by sankhara ( kamma) with the help of 
ignorance ( avijja) and craving {tan ha). The rebirth- 

con scions ness arises, relinking the two lives, this life and the next 
life. 

Death and Rebirth-process 

At the last moment of a being, the death-process occurs in 
this life. After that the rebirth-process continues in the next life. 
The death-process and rebirth-process differ according to the 
person within whom they arise. 
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The iwo types of process can be classified into 8: 

A being who will be bom 

(1) from 11 kama planes to 11 kama planes, 

(2) from the 7 kama sugati planes to the 16 rupa planes, 

(3) from the 7 kama sugati planes to the 4 a rupa planes, 

(4) from rupa planes to rupa planes, 

(3) from rupa planes to 7 kama sugati planes, 

(6) from rupa planes to a rupa planes, 

(7) from a rupa planes to a rupa planes, 

{8} from a rupa planes to 7 kama sugati planes. 

(1) From 11 kama planes to 11 kama planes 

There are some beings who will be born from 11 kama 
planes to 1 I kama planes, for them, the 20 types of death and 
rebirth-process in 5 doors and the 4 in mind-door may possibly 
arise. 

Herein, dealing with eye-door, the death and rebirth-process 
occurs in 4 ways: 

The death consciousness occurs 

(1) after bhavaftga preceded by tadarammana, 

(2) after bhavanga preceded by javana, 

(3) after tadarammana, 

(4) after javana. 

The same applies to the other doors.

In death process in 6 doors, the bhavanga and cun' (death 
consciousness) are one of those 10 karna bhavanga c/ttas that run 
with one of these three objects: kamma, kammanimitta and 
gatinimitta. Javana dttas must Ire karna kusala for those who 
will be born in kamasugab, but for those who will lie born in 
woeful stale, it must be akusala. 
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The active minds [vithidtLis) in 5 doors or in mind-door run 
with one of the three objects: kamma, kammanimitta and 
gatinimitta. 

The 5 sense vihhanas in death process arise depending 
on the respective base among the 5-bases that were born 
earlier. The remaining vfthidltas arise depending on the 
heart-base that was born earlier. 

In rebirth process, the patisandhi and bhavanga are one of 10 
kama patisandhi, that run with one of three objects: kamma, 
kammanimitta and gatinimitta, received by the javanas in the 
preceding death process. 

Then the mind-door attention consciousness and the 
bhavanikanti /avanas {/a van as that attach to the life-existence) 
run with the object of life-existence. Regarding the base, the 
patisandhi citta depends on the heart-base that was born Logether 
with it. But the remaining cittas depend on the heart-base that 
was born earlier than themselves. 

(2) From the 7 kamasugati planes to the 16 rupa planes 

There are some beings who will be bom from 7 kamasugati 
planes to 16 rupa planes. For them, the 2 types of death and 
rebirth process in mind-door only, will arise. Especially to those 
who will be born in asahhasatta, rebirth mental process does not 
occur, but the material process of 9-jivita group comes into being.

Life-existence, Life starts with rebirth consciousness. It 
remains for only 3 very short moments - arising, stopping, and 
ceasing. Then the same type of consciousness appears with the 
object of rebirth consciousness, it is named bhavanga due to 
being the condition of life. In the end, the same type of 
consciousness arises with the same object and it is named cuti 
due to the cessation oflife. 

Then immediately after cub, it continues as another 
patisandhi. Then bhavanga and vithicittas, follow depending on 
conditions throughout the whole life. Finally, cud arises as the 
end of life-existence. This process continues non-stop, revolving 
like a wheel.

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CHAPTER 7 

paccayasangaha 

(Compendium of Causality) 

Causality 

Regarding causality there are two things: paccaya = cause, 
paccayuppanna = effect, i ierein, paccaya is comprised of three 
states: sahkhata = conditioned .state, asankhata = unconditioned 
state and pannatti = concept. Paccayuppanna, however, deals 
with conditioned state only. 

Two Ways 

There are two ways to explain causality: the way of 
paticcasamuppada, and the way of patthana. Herein, 
paticcasamuppada means dependent origination while patthana 
means various conditions and conditional relations. 

In the way of paticcasamuppada , causality is explained in 
terms of how the two states {paccaya and paccayuppanna) relate 
to each other, just as " when this exists, that exists". However, in 
the way of patthana, not only how the two states are related to 
each other, but the specific efficacy of conditions [paccayasatti) is 
also explained. 

1. The Way of Paticcasamuppada. 

(a) Ignorance conditions creative kamma. 

(b) Creative kamma conditions rebirth 
consciousness. 

(c) Consciousness conditions mind and matter. 

(d) Mind and matter condition six-bases. 

(e) Six-bases condition mental contact. 

(Q Mental contact conditions mental feeling. 

(g) Mental feeling conditions craving. 

(h) Craving conditions clinging. 
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(i) Clinging conditions life-existence. 

(j) Life-existence conditions birth. 

(k) Birth conditions ageing and death, and moreover, 

the arising of grief, lamentation, pain, 
unhappiness and despair. In this way, there 
occurs this mere mass of dukkha. 

Avijjapaccaya Sankhara 

Avijja is ignorance, it is an evil mental state (cetasika), 
delusion ( moha ). It arises associating with 12 akusala oil as. 
According to Suttanta it causes ignorance of the 4 Noble Truths. 
But in Abhidhamma it is said to be the ignorance of the 8 
categories: the 4 Noble Truths, the states belonging to the past, to 
the future, or to both, and the Paticcasamuppada. 

Sankhara is creative kamma. In Paticcasamuppada, the word 
sankhara is used for kamma only. Kamma is mainly cetana, but 
there are some other cetasikas that are called kamma. ihey are 
abhijjha, byapada, micchaditthi, anabhijjha, abyapada and 
sammaditthi. In Paticcasamuppada, it is ceiana, a universal 
mental state, that is referred to as sankhara. 

Sankhara is threefold: (In different order) 

Apuhhabhisankhara, cetana that associates with 12 akusala cittas. 
Puhnabhisahkhara, cetana that associates with 8 mahakusala 
cittas and 5 rupavacara kusaia cittas. Anenjabbisahkhara, cetana 
that associates with 4 arupavacara kusaia cittas. 

Put in another way, there are 3 types of sahkbaras: 
kayasankhara - physical creativity, vacTsahkhara = verbal 
creativity, and manosankhara ~ mental creativity. The 20 cetanas 
in 12 akusala cittas and 8 mahakusala cittas that occur in the 
body-door are the kayasankhara. Only those cetanas that occur 
in verbal door are the vacTsahkhara. The 29 cetanas in 1 2 akusala 
cittas, 8 mahakusala cittas, 5 rupakusaias, and 4 anipakusaias 
occuring in the mind-door are the manosankhara. 
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Herein, avijja conditions sankhara. Sankhara produces its 
results within those who have avijja. As long as avijja remains, 
sankhara remains to create conditioned states. 

Sahkharapaccaya Vinnanam 

Sankhara, 12 akusaia cetana ( apuhhabhisahkhara ), anti 17 
lokiya kusala cetana Apuhhabhisahkhara j aneh/abhisahkhara) 
are here mentioned as sankhara. But the cetana in 
£/ddhaccasampayutta citta produces only pavatti (life-continuity) 
result, not patisandhi (rebirth) result. The cetana associated with 
abhihha is not included in sankhara, because it is just a result of 
the fourth jhana concentration. 

Vihhana Here, vihhana refers only to vipaka consciousness. 
At the moment of rebirth, the vipaka consciousness performs the 
function of patisandhi, of which there are 19. During lire life- 
continuity, the 32 lokiya vipaka consciousnesses are Lhe vihhana. 

Herein, Sankhara conditions Vihhana. For without sankhara, 
vihhana cannot arise in the next life. Sankhara is compared witfi 
soil. Vihhana is seed. Seed is able to grow on soil (kammani 
khettam, vinnanam vljam). 

Sankhara produces its result, vihhana, in the two different 
periods: rebirth, and life-continuity. The apuhhabhisahkhara 
(except uddhacca cetana) produces its resulting vihhana, akusala 
vipaka upekkha santfrana, at rebirth period, in one of the 4 apaya 
planes, but the apuhhabhisahkhara (including uddhacca cetana) 
produces its resulting vihhana, 7 akusala vipakas, in the period of 
continuity in all Kama and rupa planes. 

The punnabhisankhara, 8 maha kusala cetanas, produces its 
resulting vihhana, 1 kusala vipaka upekkha santfrana, and 8 
mahavipakas at rebirth period in kamasugati plane. But it 
produces its resulting vihhana, 8 ahetuka kusala vipakas in kama 
and rupa planes, 8 mahavipakas only in kamasugati plane at the 
life-continuity period. 
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['lie piuinabhisankhara, 5 rupa kusa /-as, producc s s its resulting 
vinnana, 5 rupa vipakas, only in the respective rupa planes at the 
2 periods, rebirth and life-continuity. The amnjabhisaiikhara, 4 
a rupa kusalas, produces its resulting vinnana, 4 a nip a vipakas, 
only in the respective arupa planes at 2 periods, rebirth and lile- 
conlinuity.

Vinhanapaccaya Nama-rupam 

Vinnana:. Here, vinnana is twofold: abhisaiikhara vinnana 
and vipaka vinnana. The 29 cults, consisting of 12 akusaia s and 
] 7 lokiya kusalas, are die abhisaiikhara vinnana. Tire 32 cults, 
consisting of 23 kama vipakas, 5 nipa vipakas, and 4 arupa 
vipakas, are the vipaka vihlianas. In other way, all the 89 ciltas 
are referred to here as vinnana. 

Nama-rupa. Nama here consists of only cetasikas that 
associate with lokiya vipaka cittas, or all 52 cetasikas. Pupa is 
only kamma-bom matter, or all matters born of the 4 conditions. 

Herein, vinnana conditions nama and rupa, because i( 
vinnana does not arise, nama {cetasika ) and rupa arc unable to 
arise. 
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Nama-rupa-paccaya SaJayatanam 

Nama-rupa. Here nama is only cetasikas, while rupas are 4 
mahabhutas, 6 vat Thu rupas, jivitindriya, and ahara. 

Salayatana (sa + ayatana ): 6 internal bases: eye, ear, nose, 
tongue, body and mind. 

1 Ierein, nama-rupa conditions the 6 bases, because when 
mind and matter exist, the 6 bases are able to exist. 

Salayatana-paccaya Pbasso 

Salayatana, Here it means all ayatanas: 6 internal bases, and 6 
external bases. 

Phassa. There are 6 types of phassa: 

cakkiuhsamphassa (contact associated with eye-consdousness}, 

sota-samphassa (contact assodated with ear-consdousness), 

ghanasamphassa (contact associated with nose-consciousness), 

iivba-samphassa (contact associated with tongue-consciousness), 

kaya-samphassa (contact associated with body-consciousness), 

mano-samphassa (contact assodated with the 22 lokiya vipaka 
citta s). 

Herein salayatana conditions phassa because phassa is able 
to arise only in dependence on 6 bases respectively. 

Phassa-paccaya Vedana 

Phassa, there are 32 phassa that associate with 32 Jokiya 
vipaka dttas. 

Vedana: There are 6 types of vedanas: cakkhu-samphassa/a 
(feeling produced by contact associated with eye-consciousness), 
sota-samphassaja (feeling produced by contact associated with 
eai-consciousness), ghana-samphassaja (feeling produced by 
contact associated with nose-consciousness), jivha-samphassaja 
(feeling produced by contact associated with tongue- 
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consciousness), kaya-samphassaja (feeling produced by contact 
associated with body-consciousness), nianosamphassaja (feeling 
produced by contact associated with the 22 lokiya vipaka alias). 

Herein, phassa conditions vedana, because vedana is unable 
to arise without phassa. Depending on phassa, vedana has to 
arise. 

Vedanapaccaya Tanha 

Vedana. Here vedana is not only 32 vedanas that associate 
with 32 lokiya vipaka alias, but also those that associate witli 81 
lokiya ciltas. 

Tanha. There are six types of tan has: rupatanha (craving for 
visible* object), saddatanha (craving for sound), gandhatanha 
(craving for smell), rasa tanha (craving for taste), 
photthabbatanha (craving lor tangible object), and 
dhammatanha (craving for all other objects). 

Put in another way, tanha is three-fold: kama-tanha (craving 
for sensual pleasure), bhava-tanha (craving for permanent life 
existence or eternal ism), and vibhava-tanha (craving lot 
annihilation of life existence or nihilism). Each ol them 
becomes 6 when dealing with 6 objects. So 3 multiplied by 6 are 
18. Then 18 multiplied by 2, internal and external, becomes 36. 
And the 36 multiplied by 3 times - past, present, and future - 
becomes 108. 

Herein, vedana conditions tanha, because craving arises due 
to the enjoying of the objects through vedana. 

Tanha-paccaya Upadanam 

Tanha and Upadana. I Iere tanha is craving that is not so 
strong, while upadana is strong together with wrong view [dillhi). 
Upadana means strong grasping of an object. 
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I here are 4 upadanas: kamupadana (strong grasping of 
sensual pleasure), ditihupadana (strong grasping of wrong view), 
silahbatupadana (strong grasping of behaviour [slid) and practice 
[vats) as the means of purification), attavadupadana (strong 
grasping of the doctrine of ana). Herein, kamupadam alone 
belongs to craving, while the others belong to wrong view. 

Herein, tanha conditions upadana, because without craving, 
grasping does not arise. 

Upadanapaccaya Bhavo 

Upadana and Bhava. Herein, the strong craving and wrong 
view are called upadana. 

Bhava is twofold: kamma-bhava (kamma that creates life- 
existence), upapattikhava (5 aggregates that are produced by 
kamma). ihere are 9 upapattihhavas: kamabhava (aggregates 
Lhat belong to kama plane), rupabhava (aggregates that belong to 
iiipa plane), a rupabhava (aggregates that belong to am pa plane), 
sauna bhava (aggregates of those who have sauna) t asannabhava 
(aggregates of those who have no sauna) f nevasannamasahna- 
bhava (aggregates of those who have no gross sanha t but subtle 
sauna), ckavokara bhava (those who have one aggregate), 
caiuvoharabhava (those who have 4 aggregates), 
patleavokarabhava (those who have 5 aggregates). 

Herein, upadana conditions bhava, because grasping causes 
desire lor life existence. Therefore, kamma accumulates within 
beings and, through kamma they obtain life existence. 

Bhavapaccaya Jail 

Bhava: Here bhava belongs to only kamma-bhava f because 
kammabhava alone conditions jail 

Jatl hui is just arising of vinhana, etc. 
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Herein, bhava conditions jati, because without kamma, 
vinnana, etc. cannot arise. Kamma is like soil, vinnana is like 
seed, craving is like water. 

fatipaccaya Jaramaranam 

Jaii conditions aging and death, because without birth, aging 
and death are impossible. Herein, jara is decay of the aggregates. 
Marana is dissolution of the aggregates. 

As a result of birth, soka (worry), pandeva (lamentation), 
dukkha (physical pain), dornanassa (mental pain), upayasa 
(despair) come into being. Therein, soka is unpleasant feeling 
that is caused by loss of relations, etc. Parideva is mind-born 
distorted sound that is produced by unhappiness due to loss of 
relations, etc. Dukkha is physical pain associated with 
kayavinhana citia, the result of akusala. Dornanassa is mental 
pain associated with dosamula citta. Upayasa is dosa associated 
with dosamula citta. 

Classification of Paticcasamuppada 


12 Factors 

Paticcasamuppada is composed of 12 factors. They are as 
follows: avijja, sahkhara, vinnana, nama-rupa, salayatana, phassa, 
vedana, tanha, upadana,, bhava, jati, and jara-marana. 

3 Periods 

The 12 factors of Paticcasamuppada are divided into 3 
dealing with the 3 periods: past, present, and future. Two factors, 
avijja and sahkhara, belong to lire past. Two factors, jati and 
jara-marana, belong to the future. The remaining 8 factors, 
vihhnana... upadana, belong to the present. 
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3 Vattas 

The 12 factors are classified into 3 vattas (rounds): kilesa- 
vatta, kam ma-vatta, an cl vipaka-vatta. Three factors: avijja, tan ha 
and upadana, belong to kUesa-vatta. One factor and half 
sahkhara and kamma-bhava (a part of bhava), belong to karnma- 
valta. The remaining 8 factors and half, vinhana, nama-rupa, 
sajayatana, phassa, vedana, upapattibhava (a part of bhava), jali, 
jara-marana, belong to vipaka-vatta. 

3 Links 

The 12 factors have 3 links: the first link is between sahkhara 
and vinhana as cause and effect. The second is between vedana 
and tanha as effect and cause. The third is between bhava and 
/alias cause and effect. 

4 Groups 

in Paticcasamuppada there are 4 groups, They are (1) 5 
causes in the past, (2) 5 effects in the present, (3) 5 causes in the 
present, and (4) 5 effects in the future. 

20 Modes 

In those 4 groups, there are 20 factors to be enumerated: 

(1) The 5 causes in the past are avijja, sahkhara, tanha, 

upadana, and kamma-bhava. 

(2) Ihe 5 effects in the present are vinhana, nama-rupa, 

sajayatana, phassa, and vedana. 

(3) The 5 causes in the present are tanha, upadana, 

kamma-bhava, avijja, and sahkhara. 

(4) The 3 effects in the future are vinhana, nama-rupa, 

sajayatana, phassa, and vedana. 
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2 Roots 

There are 2 roots in Paticcasamuppada: they are avijja and 
tanha. By destroying these two roots, the rounds ( valla) cease. 

Bhavacakka (the cycle of Life) 

The wheel of life is based on the two roots, avijja, and tanha. 
It moves on in three planes starting with avijja ending in jara- 
marana. When jara-marana overwhelm beings, asavas flow into 
them. These asavas cause avijja to arise that leads to sahkhara. 
Then the wheel of life moves on. It is very long and its beginning 
is unknown. The wheel of life is known as Paticcasamuppada. 
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2. The Way of Patthana 

Patthana means a condition which is the source of pheno¬ 
mena. A Canonical text in which such conditions are explained 
is also called Patthana. 

In the Patthana treatise, there are 3 main points: 

(1) paccaya = conditioning state, 

(2) paccayuppanna- conditioned state, 

( 3 ) paccayasatti = conditioning force. 

Paccaya. There are 5 things in paccaya as the 4 ultimate 
realities and 1 concept. 

Paccayuppanna. In paccayuppanna there are only 3 ultimate 
realities as cilia, cetasika anti rupa.

(13) Kiunmapaccayo is a condition that produces and 
stimulates its conditioned state. 

(14) Vipakapaccayo is a resultant condition that quietens its 
conditioned state. 

(15) Aftarapaccayo is a condition that sustains its conditioned 
state. 
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(16) Indriyapaccayo is a condition that controls its 
conditioned states in their functions. 

(17) Jhattapaccayo is a condition that makes its conditioned 
state observe an object 

(18) Maggapaccayo is a condition acting as the path of its 
conditioned state. 

(19) Sampayuttupaccayo is a condition associating with the 
conditioned state. 

(20) Vippayuttapaccayo is a condition dissociating from the 
conditioned state. 

(21) Atthipaccayo is a condition for the conditioned states at 
the moment of existence. 

(22) Natthipuccayo is a condition for the conditioned states at 
moment of non-existence. 

(23) Vigatapaccayo is a condition for the conditioned states 
after having ceased.

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Analysis of Concepts 

There are 2 dhamma s which are explained in Abhidhamma 
as a topic. The 2 dhammas are paramattha and pannatti. The 
paramatthas are citta, cetasika, rupa and nibbana. ! he remaining 
dhammas are pannatti, concepts which are twofold: concept as 
that which is made known ( atdiapannatti) , and concept as that 
which makes known {saddapannatti ). 

Concept as What is Made Known 
Atthapahhatd 

Concept as what is made known can be analysed as follows: 

1. Formal concepts ( santhanapahnattf) correspond to the 
form or configuration of particular tilings, for example, land, 
mountains, etc. 

2. Collective concepts ( samuhapannatti) correspond to a 
collection or group of particular things. Examples are house, 
chariot, village, etc. 

3. Local concepts ( disapahhatd ) correspond to a locality or 
direction. Examples are east, west, etc. 

4. Temporal concepts ( kalapannatti) correspond to periods 
or units of time, for example, morning, noon, week, month, etc. 

5. Spatial concepts (akasapanhattl) correspond to spatial 
regions void of perceptible matter. Examples are well, cave, etc. 

6. Sign concepts ( niinittapannatti) correspond to mental 
signs gained by meditative development. For example, kasina 
signs, etc, which are the objects of samatha meditation. 

Concept as What Makes Known 
Saddapannatti 

A concept as what makes known is described as name, 
nomenclature, etc. It is six-fold: 
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1. A concept of the real {vijjamanapannatti), for example, 
matter, feeling, etc. They are real in the ultimate sense. 

2. A concept o( the unreal ( avijjamanapannatti) , for example, 
land, mountain, etc. They are unreal in the ultimate sense. 

3. A concept of the unreal with the real ( vijjamanena 
avijjamanapannatti), for example, a possessor of 6 types of 
higher knowledges, herein, possessor is not the real but the 6 
types of higher knowledges is the real in the ultimate sense. 

4. A concept of the real with the unreal ( a vijjamanena 
vijjamanapannatti), for example, woman's sound. Herein, 
woman is not real but the sound is real in the ultimate sense. 

5. A concept of the real with the real { vijjamanena 
vijjamanapannatti), for example, eye-consciousness. Herein, eye 
is real and the consciousness is also real in the ultimate sense. 

6. A concept of the unreal with the unreal ( avijjamanena 
avijjamanapannatti), for example, the king's son. I lerein, king is 
unreal and the son is also unreal in the ultimate sense. 

Conclusion 

These concepts can be understood according to general 
consensus. On hearing the sound of speech, there arises first the 
process of ear-consciousness. Then a mental process in the 
mind-door arises, recalling the past sound. Subsequently, 
another mental process follows it, catching the sound of the 
word. Then, another mental process in the mind-door arises, 
understanding the meaning of the word. This meaning can be 
understood according to earlier general consensus.

Meditation Subject 

(1) Bhavana 

Bhavana means development. It is divided into two: Samatha 
bhavana and Vipassana bhavana. 

1. Samathabhavana - a technique of mental development 
that leads to mental tranquility, 

2. Vipassanabhavana - a technique of mental development 
that leads to special contemplation of, and detachment from 
conditioned things. 

To attain these two mental developments, one must work 
with meditation objects. That meditation object is termed in Pali 
kammatthana. 


Kammatthana 

Kammatthana means meditation object with which a 
meditation practice runs. It is divided into two: Samatha 
kammatthana and Vipassana kammatthana. 

1. Samathakammatthana - meditation object for Samatha, 

2. Vipassanakammatthana ~ meditation object fen Vipassana. 
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(1J Samatha 

Objects for Samatha : The meditation objects for Samatha are 
mentioned in 7 categories: 

1. Kasina - kasina device as meditation object, 

2. Asubha - foulness as meditation object, 

3. Anussali - recollection as meditation object, 

4. Appamahha■ limitless beings as meditation object, 

5. Sahha - a special mental notion as meditation object 

6. Vavatthana - analysis of elements as meditation object, 

7. Aruppa - objects for Arupa jhana as meditation object.

(1} Uddhumataka - repulsive bloated corpse, 

(2} VinUaka - repulsive livid corpse, 

(3) Vipubbaka - repulsive festering corpse, 

(4) Vicchiddaka - repulsive dismembered corpse, 

(5) Vikkhayitaka - repulsive eaten corpse, 

(6) Vikkhittaka - repu 1 s ive scattered- in-pieces corpse, 

(7) Uatavikkhittaka - repulsive mutilated and scattered-in¬ 
pieces corpse, 

(8) Lobi(aka - repulsive bloody corpse, 

(9) Pu/uvaka- repulsive worm-infested corpse, 

(10) Atthika- repulsive skeleton. 

Anussati 

Anussati means recollection, li is enumerated into 10 as 
follows: 

(1) Buddh anussati - recollection of the qualities of the 
Buddha, 

(2) Dhammanussati - recollection of the qualities of the 
Dhamma, 

(3) Sanghanussati- recollection of the qualities of the Sarigha, 

(4) Sllanussati- recollection of morality, 

(5) Caganussati - recollection of generosity, 

(6) Deva(anussati- recollection of the virtues of deities, 

(7) Upasamamissati- recollection of the peaceful state of 
nibbana, 

(8) Marananussati - recollection of the nature of death, 

(9) Kayagatasati - mindfulness of the body, 

(10) Anapanassati- mindfulness of breathing-in and 
breathing-out.

Appamanna 

Appamanna means limitless objects. It is enumerated into 4 
as follows: 

(1) Metta - loving kindness to limitless beings, 

(2) Karuna- compassion to limitless suffering beings, 

(3} Mudita- appreciative joy to limitless blissful beings, 

(4) Upekkha - equanimity to limitless beings. 

These four mental states are called 'limitless' because they are 
to be radiated towards all sentient beings without limit. They are 
also called 'Noble Abode' ( brahmavihara ), because such a 
dwelling is noble, or they are the dwelling of Noble persons. 

Safina 

Safina means perception; it is a perception of repulsiveness of 
conditions in food {Ahare patikula sahha). 

Vavatthana 

Vavatthana means analysis; it is an analysis of four elements 
in the body as EarLh element. Water element, Fire element and 
Air element. 

Aruppa 

The objects of Arupa jhana arc called Aruppa. There are 4 
objects of Arupa jhanar. infinite space, first arupa citta, 
nothingness of first arupa citta and third arupa citta. 
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40 Meditation objects and their Final Attainment 

Regarding Samatha meditation, there are 40 meditation 
objects, which are enumerated into 7 categories. Among the 40 
meditation objects, 10 (that is, 8 Anussati objects except 
Kayagatasati and Anapanassatr, Safina and Vavatthana) lead to 
Upacara only. With these objects, a meditator cannot attain the 
Appana: jhana, magga and phala. Tire other 30 objects lead to 
Appana. 


Meditation Objects and Temperaments 

6 Temperaments: 

There are 6 Temperaments [cariya) by which a practitioner 
should choose his meditation object, 

(1) Raga cariya - Lustful temperament, 

(2) Dosa cariya - Hateful temperament, 

(3) Moha cariya - Igno ra n l ternperamen t, 

(4) Saddha cariya - Faithful temperament, 

(5) Buddhicariya - Intellectual temperament, 

(6) Vitakka cariya - Thoughtful temperament. 

Regarding temperaments, there are 6 persons with individual 
temperament. According to the persons, those 40 meditation 
objects should be classified thus: 

(1) For a person who has a Lustful temperament, these 11 
meditation objects are more suitable: the 10 Impurities 
(Asubha) and Mindfulness on the body (Kayagatasati). 

(2) For a person who has Hateful temperament, these 8 
meditation objects are more suitable: the 4 Ulimitables 
( Appamanna ), and the 4 colour Kasina s. 

(3) For a person who has Ignorant temperament or 
Thoughtful temperament, one meditation object, 
Anapanassati, is more suitable. 
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(4) For a person who has Faithful temperament, these 
meditation objects are more suitable: Reflection on the 
Buddha, Dhamma, Sahgha, Slla, Caga and Deities. 

(5) For a person who has Intellectual temperament, these 4 
meditation subjects are more suitable: Recollection on Death, 
Recollection on Peace, the perception of Repulsiveness in 
food, and Analysis of 4 Elements. 

(6) The remaining 14 meditation subjects, namely 10 Kasinas 
and 4 Aruppas, are suitable for all. 

It should be noted that in making die Kasina device, a wide 
one is more suitable for a person with ignorant temperament and 
a small one for a thoughtful person. 

The 3 Stages of Mental Culture 

There are 3 stages of mental culture. They are: 

1. Parikamma bhavana- the Preliminary, 

2. Upacara bhavana- the Access, and 

3. Appana bhavana- the Absorption. 

All the meditation objects deal with the Preliminary stage of 
mental culture. But regarding these 10 meditation objects: the 8 
Recollections beginning with the recollection on the Buddha, etc.., 
one Perception, and one Analysis; the 2 stages of mental culture 
are attained: the Preliminary, and the Access. In the 30 
remaining meditation objects, all the 3 stages of mental culture 
are attained.

Rupa /hanas can be attained with 26 meditation objects that 
are the Concept objects (Pahhath).

1. For the attainment of the I s ' /liana, there are 25 
meditation objects: 10 Kasinas, 10 Asuh/ias, 1 Anapana, 1 
Kayagatasati, 3 limitless being objects of Metia, Karuna and 
Mudita. Of them, the 11 objects - 10 Asuhhas and 1 Anapana - 
can be the object of only the 1 st Jhana. 

2. For die attainment of the 3 /hanas - 2" d , 3 rd and 4' 1 ', there 
are 14 meditation objects namely, 10 Kasinas, 1 Anapana, 3 
limitless being objects of Metia, Karuna and Mudita. 

3. For the attainment of the 5’ 1 ' Jhana, there are 12 
meditation objects namely, 10 Kasinas, 1 Anapana and 1 
limitless being object of Upekkha. 

For the attainment of the 4 Arupa jhanas, there are 4 
meditation objects: the infinite space, the l s[ Amppa vihhana, the 
nothingness of the I s ' Aruppa vihhana and the 3 rd Amppa 
vihhana. Of them, the 1" and the 3 rd are Concept objects and the 
2 remaining objects are Sublime objects.

There are 3 Signs of mental culture in the practice of Sam at ha 
Meditation. They are: 


1. Parikamma-nimitta 

2. Uggaha-nimitta 

3. Patibhaga-nimitta

- the abstract sign, and 

- the resembled sign. 


The 40 meditation objects are ail possible to appear as the 
preliminary sign ( Parikamma-nimitta ), and the abstract sign 
( uggaha-nimitta ). But only 22 meditation objects appear as the 
resembled sign {patibhaga-nimitta ): 10 Kasinas, 10 Asubbas, 1 
Kayagatasati and lAnapana. 

Parikamma-nimitta 

The Preliminary sign is an object that is obtained by a 
practitioner at tire first stage. 

Uggaha-nimitta 

The Abstract sign is an object that is obtained by die mind, as 
if being seen with the eye. 

Paribhaga-nimitta 

The Resembled sign is an imaginary concept object bom of 
meditation. Depending on the Resembled sign, a practitioner 
establishes die Access concentration ( upacarasamadhi ) and the 
Absorption concentration ( appanasamadhi), 


Nimitta and Bhavana 


The Preliminary mental culture works widi the Preliminary 
sign and the Abstract sign. When the Abstract sign appears, a 
practitioner establishes the Preliminary concentration 
( Parikamma-samadhi ).

Having attained the 1 st Jhana, a practitioner tries to master it 
by means of the fol lowing 5 kinds of mastery: 

Attention ( avajjana), 

Attainment ( samapaj/ana), 
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Reso lu t ion ( aditthana), 

Withdrawing ( Vutthana), 

Reviewing [paccavekJdiana] 

Then, he strives to remove the successive gross Jhana factors, 
such as vitakka, etc., and to arouse the successive subtle Jhana 
factors, such as vicara, etc. Thus, lie attains the 2" lt Jhana, 3 111 
Jhana and so on, in due sequence according to his ability. 

Attainment of Jhana without Resembled sign 

The 8 remaining meditation objects - the 4 limitless being 
objects of Appamahha and the 4 Arupa jhana objects - do not 
change into the Resembled sign. But depending on the 4 
limitless being objects, a practitioner can attain Rupa jhanas 
accordingly. 

After the attainment of the 5 th Rupa jhana, a practitioner who 
wants to attain Arupa jhana needs to change his meditation 
object. Any Kasina, except the Space Kasina, which is the object 
of 5 1,1 Rupa jhana, must be removed without attention. Then a 
space remains instead of the removed Kasina. This space is called 
Infinite space. If a practitioner works with the Infinite Space 
contemplating as infinite space, he attains the 1 st Arupa jhana. 

Then, he moves to the 1 SI Aw pa vihhana as meditation object 
anti contemplates it as infinite, and so he attains the 2 lllt Arupa 
jhana. 

As he contemplates the absence of the l sl Arupa vihhana as 
"nothing exists", he attains the 3"' Arupa jhana. 

Then, as he moves his object to the 3 rd Arupa vihhana and 
contemplates it as "it is peaceful, it is sublime", he attains the 4 lh 
Arupa jhana.

A practitioner, who has attained the 5 lh Rupa jhana, can 
direct his concentration to Abhinna, making the 5 th Rupa jhana 
die foundation.

(3) Ditihi-visuddhi - view that purifies by removing wrong 
view of atta in the five Aggregates,

doubt, and purifies by removing wrong views such as, 
non-existence of cause, or untrue cause as a true cause, 

(5) Maggamaggahanadassana-visuddhi - Knowledge and 
Vision of the Path and Not-Path that purify by removing 
the perception of the path which is not the path, 

(6) Patipadananadassana-visuddhi - Knowledge and Vision 
of the Way that purify by removing the perception of 
nicca, 

(7) Nanadassa-visuddhi - Knowledge and Vision that purify 
by removing delusion. 

Sllavisuddhi 

The Morality Purification is the 4 types of morality which 
purify physical and verbal conduct: 

1. Morality as regards Major restraint, 

2. Morality as regards Sense-restraint, 

3. Morality as regards Purity of livelihood, and 

4. Morality as regards Contemplating the advantages of requisites. 
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Cittavisuddhi 

The Mind Purification is the two established Concentrations 
which purify the mind: 

(1) Access concentration (upacara samadhi), and 

(2) Absorption concentration (appana samadhi). 

Ditthivisuddhi 

The View Purification is the analytical knowledge of mind 
and matter from the point of their characteristics, functions, 
manifestations and proximate causes. This knowledge purifies 
view. It removes the wrong view of atta. 

Kahkhavitarana visuddhi 

The Overcoming Doubt Purification is the knowledge of the 
causation of those minds and matters. This knowledge overcome 
doubt and purifies view. It removes these wrong views: ahetuka 
view (the view which rejects any cause) and visamahetuka view 
(the view which accepts untrue cause as cause). 

Maggamagganana dassana visuddhi 

The Knowing and Vision of Path-and-not-path Purification is 
tire Knowledge of discrimination: after the knowledge of rise and 
fall appears, then the insight knowledge arises that is free from 
the obstacles of Vipassana and keeps to its course, which is the 
Path; and the obstacles of Vipassana are not the Path, This 
knowledge purifies the path. It removes the perception of the 
Path which is not the Path, 

Padpadananadassanavisuddhi 

The Knowing and Vision of the Way Purification is the 9 
Insight Knowledges from the 'Knowledge of Rise and Fall' that is 
free from the disturbances of Vipassana up to the 'Knowledge of 
Conformity', 
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Nanadassanavisuddhi 

The Knowledge and Vision Purification is the Knowledge of 
the Path which has to be developed in sequence by means of the 
sixfold purification. 


10 Insight Knowledges 

There are 10 types of Insight knowledges that can be attained 
one after the other. They run as follows; 

(1) Sammasana - knowledge of examination, 

(2) Udayabbaya - knowledge of rise and fall, 

(3) Bhanga - knowledge of dissolution, 

(4) Bhaya - knowledge of things as fearful, 

(5) Adinava - knowledge of things as dangerous, 

(6} Nibbida - knowledge of disenchantment, 

(7) Muncitukamyata - knowledge of desire for deliverance, 

(8) Patisankba - knowledge of reflection, 

(9) Sankharupekkha - knowledge of equ animity towa rds 

conditioned things, 

(10) Anuloma - knowledge of conformity. 


3 Universal Characteristics 

All conditioned things have 3 Universal Characteristics. They 
are as follows: 

Anicca - impermanence, 

Dukkha - suffering 111 rough rise and fall, 

Anatta - non -alia. 

3 Contemplations 

There are 3 Contemplations dealing with conditioned things: 

(1) Aniccanupassana - contemplation of impermanence, 

(2) Dukkhanupassana - contemplation of suffering of rise and 
fall, 

(3) Anattanupassana - contemplation of non -atta. 
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3 Entries to the Emancipation 

There are 3 entries to the emancipation: 

{1) Suhnanupassana- contemplation of emptiness, 

(2) Animittanupassana - contemplation of signlessness, 

(3) Appanihitanupassana - contemplation of desirelessness. 

3 Emancipations 

There are 3 emancipations dealing with Vipassana: 

(1) Sunn ala vimokkha - the emancipation that empties 
defilements, 

(2) Animitta vimokkha- the emancipation without the sign of 
defilements, 

(3) Appanihita vimokkha - the emancipation without desire.

Vipassana Practice in brief 

(1) Vipassana Practice starts to run with an Ultimate Reality 
object: mind or matter. A Yogi sees mind and matter from Lite 
point of their individual characteristics {sabhavalakkhana), 
functions [rasa), and manifestations ( paccupatthana ). By seeing 
mind and matter as they really are, he purifies his view. I le sees 
not a being, but only the unity of mind and matter with the 
analytical knowledge of mind and matter [namarupa-pariccheda- 
nana). By means of this knowledge, lie can remove the wrong 
view of alt a {alta-ditthi). There is nothing to point out as "l" or 
"My property", but mere mind and matter in the ultimate aspect. 
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(2) On having seen mind and matter, a Yogi contemplates 
the cause of mind and matter. He understands causality. He 
finds out die causes and conditions of mind and matter. When 
he attains the knowledge of causality, he has no doubt about the 
causal relation, l ie is in die state of Purification by Overcoming 
Doubt by means of the Knowledge of Causality. These two 
knowledges - the analytical knowledge of mind and matter, and 
the knowledge of causality - are the foundation of Vipassana. 
The two knowledges are "nata parinna, meaning full 
understanding ol the known. In this stage, he penetrates mind 
and matter from the point of the individual characteristic. 

(3) After having attained these two knowledges, he starts to 
understand mind and matter from the point of Universal 
Characteristics: An/cca, Dukkha and Annua. The Insight 
Knowledge runs in sequence: understanding the 3 Universal 
Characteristics {Sammasana)', it sees mind and matter in rise and 
fall aspect ( Udayabbaya ). Then, it dearly sees and realizes its 
object in the aspect of dissolution [bhanga), of fearlessness 
(bhaya), of danger (adfnava), of disenchantment { nibbida), of 
desire for deliverance ( mundtukamyata] , of reflection 
[patisankha], of equanimity towards sankharas 
( sankhanipekkha) , and of conformity [anuloma). 

These 9 Vipassana Knowledges are called "Purification by 
Knowledge and Vision of the Path and Not the Path". 

(4) On the sequential practice, the Vipassana becomes 
matured and the Knowledge of equanimity towards conditioned 
tilings is in the stage ol Vipassana that leads to emergence. 
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Attainment of Path and Fruition: 

At the moment "just now the 'appana 'will arise", thereupon 
the running life-principle (bhavanga) ceases and the attention 
consciousness in mind-door comes into being, '[’lien, the two or 
three Vipassana knowledges, under the name of 'Preliminary 
Access and Conformity', sequentially run on the object from the 
point of its characteristics - anicca, etc. Then, the Knowledge of 
Gotrabbu arises on the object of Nibbana, destroying the former 
lineage of Puthujjana and constructing the new Noble-lineage. 

Immediately after this, the Path appears performing the four 
functions: 

1. fully understanding the Truth of Suffering, 

2. Removing the Cause of Suffering, 

3. Attaining die Cessation of Suffering, and 

4. Developing the Path to the Cessation of Suffering. 

After that, two or three Fruitions succeed and cease. Then, 
there is subsidence into the Life-principle Consciousness.

Analysis of Emancipation 

In Vipassana, the Contemplations of characteristics have 
different aspects and different functions. The contemplations are 
the entries to "Path". Through the entry, the Path can be 
expressed by different points: 

(1) "The contemplation of non-soul" removes the "view of soul". 

It sees conditioned things as "emptiness without soul". 
Therefore, "the contemplation of soul" is said to be "the 
contemplation of emptiness" ( Sunnanupassana). "The 
contemplation of emptiness" is the entry to the 
emancipation ( vimokkha-mukha ). Ry means of the entry, 
the Path is mentioned as "Sunnata (empty), 

(2) "The contemplation of impermanence" removes the "sign of 

perversions". It sees things as "signless". Therefore, the 
contemplation of impermanence is said to be signless 
( animitta ). The contemplation of signlessness" is the entry 
to the emancipation {vimokkha mukha). By means of the 
entry, Lire Path is named as "Animitta" (signless). 
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(3) "The contemplation of suffering" removes "the desire". It 
sees things as "desireless". Therefore, die contemplation of 
suffering is said to be desireless (appanihita). "The 
contemplation of desireless ness" is the entry to the 
emancipation { vimokkha mukha). By means of the entry, 
Lhe Path is named as “Appanihita" (desireless). 

In this way, the Path receives three names as Stihhata, 
Animitta, and Appanihita, according to the entry of Vipassana: 
but die Fruition in the process of the Path is named according to 
entry of the Path and the Fruition in the process of the 
Attainment of Lhe Fruition ( phaiasamapatti ) is named according 
to the entry of Vipassana. But regarding object (arammana) and 
individual quality (sarasa), the 3 names are to be applied equally 
to all Path and Fruition everywhere.

Analysis of Individuals 

1. Sotapanna - Stream-enterer: 

Having developed the Path of Stream-entry, one removes 
wrong view ( ditthi), and doubt ( vfcikiccha). tie becomes a 
Sotapanna (Stream-enterer). He has escaped from rebirth in 
woeful staLes and will be born at most, seven more times. 

2. Sakadagami - Once-retumer: 

Having developed the Path of Once-returning, one lessens 
craving, hatred, and delusion. I le becomes a Sakadagami (Once- 
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returner) ami lias a chance to return to this world only one more 
time. 

3, AnagamI- Non-returner: 

Having developed the Path of Non-returning, one totally 
rem oves sensual lus t and i 11 -wil 1. He becomes an AnagamI (N o n - 
returner) without returning to this sensual world. 

4. Araha - Arahant: 

Having developed the Path of Arahantship, he eradicates all 
remaining defilements and becomes Arahant. Within him, all 
the asavas have ceased and he has become a person who is 
worthy of the excellent offerings in the world. 

Analysis of Attainment 

1. Phala- samapa tti 

The attainment of Fruition is common to all, each individual 
able to attain their respective fruition. 

2. Nkodha-samapatti 

The attainment of "Mental cessation" is accessible only to 
non-returners and A rah ants. They must have attained all Jhana 
attainmen ts. 

This is the procedure for the attainment of "Mental cessation": 

In meditative sequence, one must attain the I s1 Jhana. Then, 
withdraw from it and meditate on it through Insight Knowledge. 
The same way should be applied to the 2 ,,d Jhana, the 3 at Jhana, 
the 4 l!l jhana, the 1 st Aruppa, the 2 ,Hl Aruppa and the 3 rd Aruppa. 
Then, withdraw and meditate on it through Insight Knowledge. 

After that, he must perform the 4 Preliminary functions by 
making these resolutions: 

1. The requisites not in use are not to lie destroyed, 

2. The waiting of the Samgha, 

3. 'Fhe summons of the Great Teacher, 

4. The limit of one's life-span. 
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Then, he must attain the 4 ch Aruppn * Immediately after the 2 
moments of the 4' 1 ' Aruppa, he is in the state of mental cessation. 
During the attainment of mental cessation, all minds and mind- 
born matters come into cessation. 

According to limitations made previously, one withdraws 
from such a state. At that moment, the fruition of Non-returner 
within an Anagami, and the Fruition of Arahantship within an 
Arahant arise only one time. 

These 2 attainments are the advantages of Vipassana 
meditation.

(3) Sllabbatupadana - Wrong-view on behaviour and 

practice that is in a stale ol clinging, 

(4) Attavadupadana - Attavada that is in a state of clinging. 


Herein, the 2 Akusala Cetasikas - iobba and ditthi ait* 
mentioned as upadana (clinging). The first one is lohha and the 
other is ditthi. Ditthi alone is classified into 3: Ditthupadana, 
Sllabbatupadana and Attavadupadana. But they have different 
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modes. Ditthupid 3113 refers to Natlhika dkthi, wrong-view that 
the effect of kamma does not exist Sllabhalupada refers to die 
wrong-view that an animal's behaviour and practice as an animal 
lead to purification, For example, one has such a view - "through 
bovine practice or canine practice, one can purify mental 
defilements . Allavadupadana refers to the view on All,] that 
becomes clinging. 


Nivarana 

Nivarana means "hindrance". 

It is divided into 6: 

(1) Kamacchanda - desire for sensual-pleasure, 

(2) Byapada - hatred, 

(3) Thina-middha - sloth and torpor, 

(4) Uddhacca-kukkucca - restlessness and worry, 

( 5 ) VTcikiccha - doubt,

I lerein, the 8 AkusaJa Cetasikas- Jobha, ddsa, thina, middha, 
uddhacca, kukkucca, vicikiccha and avijja are mentioned as 
Nivarana.

Thina and middha are mentioned as one Nivarana, because 
they have the same function of producing lethargy; the same 
cause that is, laziness; the same opposite of effort. 

Uddhacca and kukkucca are also said as one Nivarana, 
because they also have the same function of making restless; the 
same cause that is, thought with wony; the same opposite of Samatha 
practice. 
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Anusaya 

Anusaya means "latency". It is divided into 7: 

(1) Kamaraganusiya - Craving tor sensual-pleasure that is 
in a state of latency, 

(2) Bhavaraganusaya - Craving for the life of Rupa and 
Arupa Brahma that is in a state of latency, 

( 3 ) Pa tighan usaya - Ill-will that is in a state of latency, 

(4) Mananusaya - Conceit that is in a state of latency, 

(5) Ditthanusaya - Wrong-view that is in a state of latency, 

(6) VTcikicchan usaya - Doubt that is in a state of latency,

Herein, the last 2 are only evil states; saddha, sati, patina, hid 
and ottappa are only kusala and abyakata-, while the other 2, 
vlriya and ekaggata are mixed as 'laisaLi, akusala and abyakata'. 


4 Adhipati 

Adhipati means 'dominant'. It is divided into 4: 

(1) Chandadhipati - chanda that dominates associated states, 

(2) VTriyadhipati- effort that dominates associated states, 

(3) Cittadhipati- citta that dominates associated states, 

(4) VTmanisadhipati - wisdom that dominates associated 
states. 

Herein, the mental state, chanda that is present in the 52 
Javana cittas with Adhipati is called ' Chandadhipati; the mental 
state vlriya that is present in the 52 Javana cittas with Adhipati is 
called 'VTriyadhipati'; the 52 Javana cittas with Adhipati is called 
'Cittadhipati', the mental slate 'vfmathsa that is present in the 
34 Tihctuka javana cittas is called ‘VTmanisadhipati'. 

The difference between ' Adhipati 'and 'Indriya' 

Adhipati is the state of being 'absolutely dominant' while 
indriya is a state of being 'dominant just in its own case'. 

4 Ahara 

Ahara means 'that brings its effect as special condition'. It is 
divided into 4; 

(1) KabalTkara ahara - food that brings about the 8 material 
groups (of which the eighth is 'Oja'), 

(2) Phasso- contact, a mental slate that brings about the 3 
types of vcdana, 

(3) Manosarhcetana - the mental state, cetana that brings 
about rebirth [patisandhi), 
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(4) Vinnana- consciousness that brings about mind { nama) 
and matter ( rtipa ) bom together. 

Herein, ‘Kabailkara abara' is a material quality, Oja, Lhat 
remains in food. 

Special note 

(1) These two states, upekkha and ekaggata, when 
associated with 10 vinnana cittas, cannoL be included in the 
Jhana factors because 10 vinnana cittas do not associate with 
vitakka. 

(2) Ekaggata that is present in 16 cittas dissociated from 
vfriya, cannot be included in Bala (power) because it is absent 
from viriya. 

(3) These 3 states - vitakka, viriya and ekaggata that 
associate with Ahetuka cilia, cannot be included in Magga factors 
because they are absent from Hetu. 

(4) Ekaggata that is present in Vicikiccbasahagata citta 
cannot be included in Bata, Indriya and Magga factors because 
they dissociate from Adhiinokkha. 

(5) Vhnamsadhipati can be known in only 34 Tihetuka 
javana cittas-, the other 3 Adbipati in 18 Dvihetuka and 34 
Tihetuka javana cittas. 

All Adhipath cannot be known in the Ahetuka and 
Ekahetuka javana cittas, and 32 Lokiya vipaka cittas. 
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Dhamma and Categories 

(1) Citta participates in 3 categories: Indiiya, Adhipati and 
Ahara. 

(2} 8 Material qualities - 5 pasada, 2 bhava and jlviia 
participate in only l category: Indriya, Kabalikara ahara are in one: 
Ahara. 

(3) 5 Mental states - lobha, dosa, rnoha, alobha, adosa are in 
only 1 category: Hew. JIvita is in 1 category: Indriya. Chanda is 
in 1 categoiy; Adhipati. Ditthi is in 1 as Maggamga. Phassa and 
cetami are in 1 as Ahara. 

Vfcara and plti are in 1 as Jhanamga. Vitakka is in 2 as 
Jhanamga and Maggamga. 3 Virati are in 1 as Maggamga. 
Saddha is in 2 as Indriya and Bah. Hiri, ottappa, ahirika and 
anottappa are in 1 as Bala. 

Vedana is in 2 as Jhanamga and Indriya. Sati is in 3 as 
Maggamga, Indriya and Bala. Ekaggata is in 4 as Jhanamga, 
Maggamga, Indriya and Bala. Amoha {pahha) is in 5 as Hetu, 
Maggamga, Indriya, Bah and Adhipati.

Iddhipada 

The Means of Accomplishment' is divided into 4: 

(1J Chandiddhipada - wish-to-do that is the means of 

accomplishment, 

(2) VIriyiddhipada - effort that is the means of 

accomplishment, 

(3} Citiiddhipada - citta that is the means of 

accomplishment,

Special Note 

The ' Bodhipakkhiya 'has 7 categories and 37 divisions. 14 
dham mas compose Bodhipakkhiya and they become 
Bodhipakkhiya when they associate with 8 Lokuttara cittas or 42 
cittas. 8 Mahakusala, 8 Mahakiriya and 26 Appana javana. 


Way of Participation 

There are 9 dhammas that participate in position. They run 
as follows:

This Samgaha is composed of all Paramattha dhammas. 
Therefore, it is called 'the compendium of the whole'.

Herein, 'Khandha' is composed of 3 types of Paramattha, 
except Nihbana, while 'Upadanakkhandha' is composed of 3 
types of Paramattha pertaining to only the mundane. 

‘Ayatana and 'Dhatu are composed of all types of 
Paramattha. 

'Ariya sacca is composed of all Paramatthas except Magga 
diva, together with 28 cetasikas except 8 Factors of Path, all types 
of Phala cittas along with associated cetasikas,.

‘Khan dha' are 'Aggregates' and are divided into 5: 

{l) Riipakkhandha - Matter Aggregate which is 

composed of 28 matters, 

(2) Vedanakkhandha - Feeling Aggregate,

The other 10 Ayatanas belong to only ‘Rupa’. 

The following 6 Ayatanas are 'External' (bahJra). 

(2) The preceding 6 Ayatanas are internal ( ajjhalta ) and the 
following 6 Ayatanas are external { bahira).

'Dhatu' is 'Element'. It literally means 'that which bears its 
own intrinsic nature'. It must not be identified as "fTva". 'Dhatu' 
is divided into 18:

Special Note 

(1) The 'Manayatana' is divided into 7 in 'Dhatu'. 
‘Cakkhuvihhana dhatu' is composed of 2 eye consciousness and 
the same goes for Sota, Ghana, fivha and Kaya vihhana dhatu. 
‘Manodhatu' is composed of 3; Pahcadvaravajjana and 2 
Sampaticchanas. But the remaining 76 etnas are called 
‘Manovihhana dhatu'. 
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(2) Regarding Aggregate, mind is divided into 4. Rut in the 
Sense-base, matter is divided into ten and a half; in the Element, 
mind is divided into seven and half, and matter into ten and half. 

Therefore, the Buddha taught the Aggregate to those who are 
more confused about mind; the Sense-base to those who are 
more confused about matter, the Element to Lhose who are 
confused about both. 

Ariyasacca 

Ariyasacca means 'Noble Truth', it is divided into 4: 

(1) Dukkha Ariyasacca - The Noble Truth of suffering, 

(2) Dukkhasamudaya Ariyasacca - The Noble Truth of the 

cause of suffering, 

(3) Dukkhanirodha Ariyasacca -The Noble Truth ol the 

cessation of suffering, 

{4) Dukkhanirodhagaminipatipada Ariyasacca - The Noble 

Truth of the way to the cessation of suffering. 

Herein, the First Noble Truth is composed of all types oi 
mundane states namely, 81 mundane cittas, 51 cetasikas except 
lobha and 28 matters. 

'Ihe Second Noble Truth is composed of only lobha, as major cause. 

The Third Noble Truth is composed of only Nibbana, but the 
Fourth Noble Truth is composed of 8 Factors of the Path. They 
are 8 mental stales namely, pahha, vitakka, 3 viratis, vTriya, sati 
and ekaggata which associate with Mayya cilia. 

Special Note: 

The 4 Mayya cittas, Lhe 28 associated mental states except the 
8 factors of Path, the 4 Phala cittas and the 36 associated mental 
states are not included in the Four Noble Truths.
